To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgessps  of  the  Borough  of 
Richmond,  Surrey. 

Gentlemen, 

The  year  1912-13  has  been  one  of  steady  work  for  the 
Library,  there  being  nothing  particularly  new  to  report  in 
connection  with  the  general  administration  of  the  Institution. 

Visit  of  the  Photographic  One  event,  however,  should  he 
Survey  &  Record  of  Surrey.       specially  noticed  here,  and  that  is 

the  visit  of  the  Photographic 
Survey  and  Record  of  Surrey  to  the  Library  on  Saturday. 
March  29th,  1913.  The  following  report  of  the  proceedings 
was  sent  to  the  Town  Council : — 

The  Committee  report  that  some  20  or  30  members 
of  the  Photographic  Survey  and  Record  of  Surrey  visited 
the  Library  on  Saturday,  March  29th,  where  they  were 
received  by  the  Chairman  and  the  Librarian.  After 
inspecting  the  Local  Museum  and  the  various  Local  prints 
and  engravings  exhibited  in  the  building,  the  Society,  by 
invitation  of  the  Mayor,  held  its  Annual  Meeting  at  the 
Town  Hall.  After  the  meeting  the  Mayor  entertained 
the  Members  of  the  Society  and  some  150  guests  to  tea. 
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In  the  evening  two  lantern  lectures  were  given  in 
the  Council  Chamber,  one  by  the  Hon.  General  Secretary, 
Mr.  J.  Kenrick,  on  the  aims  of  the  Society,  which  is 
to  collect  pictorial  records  of  the  past  and  present  within 
the  County  of  Surrey,  for  the  use  of  posterity.  The  other 
was  given  by  the  Borough  Librarian  (Mr.  A.  A.  Barkas), 
on  the  work  which  the  Library  Committee  have  been 
carrying  out  in  this  direction  during  the  past  15  years. 

A  collection  of  over  1000  photographs  relating  to 
matters  of  interest  to  Richmond  has  been  formed  by 
the  Library  Committee,  and  a  selection  of  these  was  on 
view  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Library  Committee  feel  that  if  it  were  possible 
from  time  to  time  to  have  exhibitions  of  these  photographs 
in  some  public  building,  they  would  be  both  interesting  and 
instructive,  and  would,  it  is  believed,  be  appreciated  by 
the  inhabitants  of  Richmond  and  neighbourhood. 

Issues.       The  total  issues  during  '1912-13  were  92,760,  a  de- 
crease of  6,279  as  compared  with  the  returns  for

It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  the  decrease  has  been 
mainly  in  the  issues  of  fiction,  50  per  cent,  belonging  to  books 
of  that  class. 

This  falling  off  in  the  issues  of  books  for  home  reading 
seems  fairly  general  throughout  the  various  Public  Libraries 
in  the  country,  the  consensus  of  opinion  being  that  the 
decrease  is  due  to  the  following  causes  (a)  the  enormous  num- 
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ber  of  standard  and  good  popular  works  that  pre  at  the 
present  time  being  published  at  extremely  low  prices  (b)  the 
increased  facilities  for  the  perusal  of  books  from  other  circu- 
lating libraries  in  the  town  (c)  the  great  increase  in  recent 
years  in  the  number  of  places  catering  for  the  cheap  amuse- 
ment of  the  people. 

Additions  to  Stock.  There  have  been  808  additions  to  the 
Library,  of  which  526  have  been  placed 
in  the  Lending  Department,  and  282  on  the  Reference  Library 
shelves.  Of  these  580  were  purchased,  225  were  presented, 
and  3  were  transferred  from  stock.  Deducting  5  volumes 
withdrawn  from  circulation  as  worn  out  and  useless,  there  is 
left  a  total  of  36,545,  a  net  increase  of  803  on  the  year,

The  282  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  include  34 
volumes,  3  manuscripts,  4  views,  and  2  maps  relating  to 
Richmond  and  district. 

Of  the  volumes  purchased  32  per  cent,  were  works  of 
fiction  costing  £16.  On  more  serious  books  the  sum  spent 
was"£113. 
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Subject  Index.  An  additional  1,200  cards  or  subject  entries 
were  made  during  the  year  to  the  Subject  Index 
to  general  literature  in  the  Lending  Department.  The  subjects 
indexed  number  12,000,  and  represent  the  following  classes  : 
Theology  and  Philosophy  ;  Biography  ;  History,  Voyages  and 
Travels  ;  Law,  Politics  and  Social  Economy  ;  and  Miscellane- 
ous Literature. 

Borrowers.  The  number  of  borrowers  to  whom  Lending 
Library  tickets  have  been  issued  during  the  past 
year  was  1,591,  as  compared  with  1,809  the  previous  year.  The 
actual  number  of  tickets  in  use  on  the  31st  of  March,  1913, 
was  2,888  Of  these  2,299  were  for  Richmond,  221  for  Kew,  36 
for  Petersham,  and  332  for  North  Sheen. 

In  addition  to  these,  239  tickets  were  issued  to  students. 
The  year  before  356  were  issued. 

Overdues.       The  fines  paid  by  borrowers  for  the  detention  of 
books  beyond  the  time  allowed  for  home  reading 
realised  £49  13s.  Id.,  a  decrease  of  £1  8s.  2d.  upon  last  year's 
amount. 

News  Room  and  The  news  room  is  provided  with  23  daily, 
Reference  Roomi  115  weekly,  2  fortnightly,  94  monthly,  and 
14  quarterly  papers  and  periodicals,  and  20  time  tables.  There 
is  also  an  open  cabinet  of  75  reference  books  to  which 
readers  have  unrestricted  access. 

The  reference  room  is  supplied  with  35  periodicals,  and 
one  end  of  the  room  is  occupied  with  open  shelves  containing 
some  420  volumes,  which  are  free  of  access. 

The  maintenance  of  the  building  in  good  repair  has 
received  attention.  In  the  autumn  of  1912  the  whole  of  the 
exterior  of  the  Library  premises  were  carefully  examined, 
repaired  and  painted.  During  the  coming  autumn  the  interior 
of  the  Library  building  will  be  similarly  treated.  The  Borough 
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Surveyor  reports  that  the  roof  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  considerable  structural  repairs  will 
have  to  be  undertaken  very  shortly. 

Stocktaking.  The  Library  was  closed  in  August  last  for  the 
annual  stocktaking  and  cleaning,  when  the  books  were  care- 
fully checked  with  the  Stock  Book.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  with  an  issue  of  nearly  93,000  volumes  there  were  only 
seven  volumes,  valued  at  11/-,  which  could  not  be  accounted 
for.  Three  volumes,  valued  at  8/-,  were  lost  by  default,  i.e.,  in 
the  hands  of  readers  who  have  left  the  town,  and  whose 
whereabouts  cannot  be  traced. 

Donations.  A  list  of  those  who  have  presented  books,  papers 
and  periodicals,  etc.,  appears  on  pages  14-17, 
of  this  report.  The  Committee  again  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  all  who  have  furthered  the  interests  of  the  Library 
by  gifts  or  otherwise. 

Staff.       The  Committee  have  again  much  pleasure  in  record- 
ing their  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Librarian, 
and    his    Assistants,  and    of    their  uniform    courtesy  and 
attention  in  the  discharge  of  their  important  duties. 

The  Committee  cannot  close  this  Report  without 
referring  to  the  death  of  Alderman  Sir  Charles  Burt,  D.L., 
J. P.,  which  occurred  on  March  5th,  1913.  They  would  take  this 
opportunity  of  placing  on  record  the  deep  sorrow  with  which 
they  heard  of  his  death,  and  their  high  appreciation  of 
the  great  ability,  judgment,  and  experience,  which  he  always 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Library,  and  which  contributed 
so  largely  to  place  the  Institution  in  its  present  satisfactory 
condition.

Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  beg  to  submit  their  Report,  together  with  the 
usual  statistical  tables  for  the  twelve  months  ending  March  31st, 
1914. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  1913-14  amount  to 
Issues.      84,183,  a  decrease  of  8,577  as  compared  with  the 

figures  given  in  last  year's  Report,  about  47  per  cent, 
of  the  decreased  circulation  being  confined  to  the  Fiction  and 
Juvenile  classes  of  literature.  In  last  year's  Report  the  decrease 
recorded  there  was  attributed,  in  common  with  many  other 
Libraries  throughout  the  country,  chiefly  to  the  enormous  attend- 
ances at  picture  theatres  ;  the  rapid  development  which  has  of  late 
been  made  in  the  publication  of  cheap  editions,  not  merely  of 
standard  works,  but  the  more  interesting  productions  of  living 
writers  of  fiction  ;  and  the  increased  facilities  for  the  perusal  of  books 
from  other  circulating  libraries  in  the  town.  This  year  additional 
causes  may  be  added,  1st,  the  suspension  of  the  issue  of  books  for 
7  days  more  than  usual  to  allow  of  the  interior  of  the  Library  being 
cleaned  and  re-decorated.  2nd,  the  increasing  need  of  a  printed 
list  of  the  2,500  volumes  that  have  been  added  to  the  Lending 
Department  since  the  publication  of  the  catalogue  in  1909.  To 
meet  this  want  the  Librarian  has  been  instructed  to  prepare  a 
supplementary  catalogue  with  a  view  to  its  being  published  during 
the  coming  autumn. 

The  issues  for  May  and  June,  1914,  shew  an  increase  over  the 
corresponding  months  last  year,  and  the  borrowers  enrolled  are  86 
more  than  at  this  time  last  year,  so  that  with  the  greater  facilities 
for  the  selection  of  books  which  will  be  provided  by  the  new  cata- 
logue, it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  circulation  during  the  year 
1914-15  will  materially  increase. 
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There  have  been  1,209  additions  to  the  Library,  of 
Additions  which  528  have  been  placed  in  the  Lending  Depart- 
to  Stock,     ment,  and  681   on  the  Reference  Library  shelves. 

Of  these  578  were  purchased,  625  were  presented, 
and  6  were  transferred  from  stock.  Deducting  28  volumes  with- 
drawn from  circulation  as  worn  out  and  useless,  there  is  left  a 
total  of  37,726,  a  net  increase  of  1,181  on  the  year,  and  a  total 
of  28,802  since  the  publication  of  the  first  Annual  Report  in  June, 
1882.

The  681  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  include  220 
volumes,  8  manuscripts,  11  views,  and  24  maps  relating  to  Rich- 
mond and  district  The  majority  of  these  local  items  were 
presented  to  the  Library  by  the  Executors  of  the  late  Sir  Charles 
Burt. 

Of  the  volumes  purchased  23  per  cent,  were  works  of  fiction 
costing  £14  15s.  2d.  On  more  serious  books  the  sum  spent  was 
£139  3s.  Od. 

The  interesting  collection  of  prehistoric  implements,  etc., 
found  on  Ham  Fields  and  presented  to  the  Library  during  the  year 
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1911  by  Mr.  E.  Edwards,  of  Twickenham,  was  in  January  last 
arranged  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Lawrence,  the  expert,  who  classified  the 
"  Lloyd  Collection  "  in  the  local  Museum.  The  collection  is  set 
out  in  two  cases  placed  in  the  News  Room  near  the  entrance  to 
the  Reference  Library  and  is  well  worth  an  inspection. 

Among  other  objects  of  local  interest  added  to  the  Museum 
during  the  past  year  the  following  are  deserving  of  special 
mention  :  - 

Water  colour  drawing  of  the  Courtyard  of  Ham  House,  from 
Mr.  J.  J.  Curtayne,  Richmond. 

Three  painted  panels  from  the  old  "  Feathers  Inn,"  King 
Street,  Richmond,  from  Mr.  J.  Gazeley,  Richmond. 

Seventeen  photographs  of  local  subjects,  from  Mr.  Lovell 
Smith,  Richmond. 

The  Librarian  has  been  able  to  complete  the  Subject 
Subject  Index.  Index  to  General  Literature  commenced  by  him  in 

1911.  Some  4,400  additional  cards  were  written 
during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  16,400  cards.  These  cards  repre- 
sent references  to  information  which  up  to  the  present  had  been 
buried  in  volumes  of  essays  and  lectures,  etc.,  and  hidden  away  in 
works,  the  titles  of  which  do  not  convey  to  readers  any  idea  of  the 
importance  and  interest  of  the  subjects  dealt  with.  The  cards  have 
been  alphabetically  arranged  and  the  Index  from  now  will  always  be 
kept  up  to  date.  The  Index  is  in  fact  a  supplement  to  the  printed 
catalogue  by  means  of  which  the  staff  will  be  able  to  supply  readers 
at  once  with  much  valuable  information. 

The  number  of  borrowers  to  whom  Lending  Library 
Borrowers.       tickets  have  been  issued  during  the  past  year  was 

1,677.  as  compared  with  1,591  the  previous  year.  The 
actual  number  of  tickets  in  use  on  the  31st  of  March,  1914,  was 
2,778.  Of  these  2,229  were  for  Richmond,  202  for  Kew,  21  for 
Petersham  and  326  for  North  Sneen.  In  addition  to  these  184 
tickets  were  issued  to  students  ;  the  year  before  239  were 
issued. 
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The  fines  paid  by  borrowers  for  the  detention  of  books 
Overdues.        beyond  the  time  allowed  for  home  reading  realised 

£53  4s.  7d.,  an  increase  of  £3  lis.  6d.  upon  last  year's 
amount.  Circulars  to  the  number  of  679  W2re  sent  out  for  the 
return  of  overdue  books,  79  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  circulation  of  books  in  the  Lending  Library 
Repairs,  necessarily  involves  considerable  wear  and  tear  in  this 

Binding,  etc,    department,    During  the  past  year  609  volumes  were 

bound  or  resewn,  whilst  some  2,500  volumes  were 
repaired  by  members  of  the  staff.  The  quality  of  the  work  is  well 
up  to  the  usual  standard.  The  binding  account  amounted  to 
£48  12s.  9d.,  or  £6  2s.  6d.  less  than  last  year. 

From  time  to  time  it  is  found  necessary  to  replace  certain 
works  which  have  become  too  dilapidated  for  use.  The  number  of 
volumes  so  replaced  this  year  was  367,  at  a  cost  of  £22  9s.  lid. 

The  News  Room  is  provided  with  25  daily,  113  weekly* 
News  Hoom  1  fortnightly,  92  monthly,  and  15  quarterly  papers  and 
and  Reference  periodicals,  and  20  time  tables.  There  is  also  an  open 
Room.  cabinet  of  76  reference  books  to  which  readers  have 

unrestricted  access. 

The  Reference  Room  is  supplied  with  34  periodicals,  and  one 
end  of  the  room  is  occupied  with  open  shelves  containing  some  426 
volumes,  which  are  free  of  access. 

These  rooms  are  frequented  as  much  as  ever,  and  prove  how 
great  a  want  this  Institution  supplies,  and  the  eagerness  with  which 
periodicals  of  the  better  class  are  enquired  fcr  and  used  testifies  to 
the  educational  value  of  these  departments. 

Nine  years  having  elapsed  since  the  interior  of  the  Library 
building  was  painted  ' and  decorated  the  Committee  in  July  last 
closed  the  Library  for  two  weeks,  and  suspended  the  issue  of  books 
for  a  month,  in  order  that  this  much  needed  work  might  be  done,

Tenders  were  invited  and  the  total  cost  amounted  to  £87  Os.  Od. 
The  opportunity  was  taken  to  carry  out  the  annual  stocktaking 
instead  of  during  the  usual  fortnight  in  August. 

As  a  result  of  the  annual  stocktaking  it  was  found 
Stocktaking,    that  five  works,  valued  at  14/9,  could  not  he  accounted 

for.  Two  volumes,  valued  at  10/-,  were  lost  by 
default,  i.e.  in  the  hands  of  readers  who  have  left  the  town,  and 
whose  whereabouts  cannot  be  traced.  These  facts  speak  well  for 
the  efficient  administration  of  the  Library  and  the  estimation  in 
which  the  Institution  is  held  by  the  borrowers. 

A  list  of  those  who  have  presented  books,  papers  and 
Donations,    periodicals,  etc.,   appears   on    pages  14-21   of  this 
Report.    The  Committee  again  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  various  donors  for  the  aid  thus  rendered. 

Staff.  The  Committee  record  with  much  satisfaction  and 

appreciation  the  work  of  the  Librarian  and  his 
assistants  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Boroiigh  of  Richmond,  Surrey. 

Gentlemen, 

The  year  1914-15  has  been  one  of  steady  work  for  the  Library. 
Nothing  particularly  new  has  taken  place  in  connection  with  the 
general  administration  of  the  Institution. 

Due  no  doubt  to  the  outbreak  of  the  War  in  August  and 
Issues.  the  consequent  withdrawal  of  a  number  of  our  readers,  the 
daily  average  of  books  issued  shews  a  decrease  of  10. 
For  the  same  reason,  doubtless,  there  has  also  been  a  falling  off  of 
79  in  the  number  of  borrowers  joining  the  Library,  1,677  being 
enrolled  last  year  as  against  1,598  this.  That  the  total  issues  are 
greater  than  last  year,  arises  from  the  fact  that  this  year  the  Lending 
Department  was  open  on  more  days,  the  issue  of  books  last  year 
being  suspended  for  seven  days  more  than  usual  to  allow  of  the 
interior  of  the  building  being  cleaned  and  decorated. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Committee's  efforts  to  provide 
interesting  and  reliable  imformation  upon  the  subject  of  the  War 
from  all  points  of  view,  have  been  much  appreciated,  and  the 
literature  provided  during  the  year  in  this  direction  and  placed  in  one 
of  the  show  cases  in  the  Library  has  been  in  constant  demand. 

The  percentage  of  works  of  fiction  on  the  total  issues  is  64.  This 
is  low  compared  with  the  averages  in  other  Public  Libraries 
throughout  the  country.

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As  stated  in  previous  reports,  these  figures  must  not  be  taken  as 
representing  the  whole  use  made  of  the  Library.  The  most 
frequently  consulted  books  are  those  of  reference  placed  on  the  open 
shelves  and  for  which  no  application  form  is  required,  and  therefore 
no  statistics  can  be  complied. 

The  average  issue  for  Public  Libraries  in  Great  Britain  is  180  for 
every  100  of  the  population.  In  Richmond  the  average  is  250.  As 
regards  the  stock  of  books,  the  Libraries  throughout  the  country 
show  30  volumes  per  100  of  the  population.  Richmond  has  a  per- 
centage of  115. 

The  number  of  borrowers  to  whom  Lending  Library 
Borrowers,  tickets  have  been  issued  during  the  past  year  was  1,598, 
as  compared  with  1,677  the  previous  year.  The  actual 
number  of  tickets  in  use  on  the  31st  March,  1915,  was  2,695.  Of 
these  2,175  were  for  Richmond,  205  for  Kew,  22  for  Petersham, 
and  293  for  North  Sheen.  In  addition  to  these,  121  extra  tickets 
were  issued  to  students;  the  year  before  184  were  issued.  Tickets 
are  available  for  two  years  only,  after  which  they  are  cancelled  and 
renewed  on  application. 

Special  facilities  to  borrow  books  are  being  offered  to  all  soldiers 
from  the  front  in  our  local  hospitals  and  convalescent  homes. 
Strange  to  say,  up  to  the  present  there  has  been  no  response. 
The  reason  probably  is  that  these  soldiers'  requirements  in  this 
direction  are  well  met  by  the  numerous  gifts  of  books  and  papers 
made  to  them  by  sympathetic  residents  and  others. 

The  fines  paid  by   borrowers  for  the  detention  of 
Overdues.    books    beyond    the   time  allowed    for  home  reading 
realised  £58  14s.  7d.,  an  increase  of  £5  10s.  Od.  upon 
last  year's  amount.    Circulars  to  the  number  of  562  were  sent  for 
the  return  of  overdue  books,  117  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

There  has  been  1,158  additions  to  the  Library,  of 
Additions  which  726  have  been  placed  in  the  Lending  Department, 
to  Stock,  and  432  on  the  Reference  Library  shelves.  Of  these  847 
were  purchased,  305  were  presented,  and  six  were  trans- 
ferred from  stock.  Deducting  nine  volumes  withdrawn  from 
circulation  as  worn  out  and  useless,  there  is  left  a  total  of  38,875,  a 
net  increase  of  1,149  on  the  year,  and  a  total  increase  of  29,951 
since  the  publication  of  the  first  Annual  Report  in  June,  1882.

Fiction  represents  12  per  cent,  ot  the  total  additions,  the  cost 
being  £2(1  15s.  5d.  or  10  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  spent  on 
books,  which  was  £206  18s.  8d. 

The  432  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  include  154  volumes 
11  views,  and  7  maps  and  plans  relating  to  Richmond  and  district,  a 
large  number  of  these  having  been  presented  to  the  Library  by  the 
Executors  of  the  late  Sir  Charles  Burt. 

An  important  and  interesting  find  was  made  by  your  librarian 
whilst  he  was  searching  at  the  Public  Record  Office  during  the  past 
year.  It  consists  of  a  manuscript  representing  a  Survey  dated  1653, 
hitherto  unpublished,  of  a  piece  of  ground  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  present  Richmond  Railway  Bridge  and  known  at  that  time  as 
the  "Crane  Peece  alias  the  Crane  Wharffe."  Mr.  Barkas  made  a 
copy  of  this  manusciipt  and  placed  it  with  other  documents  of  a 
similar  nature  in  the  local  collection.  It  has  since  been  printed  in 
the  Surrey  Archaeological  Society's  collections  for  1914. 

The  preamble  reads  as  follows  : — 

"  A  survaye  of  a  certaine  percell  of  grounde  comonly  called 
or  knowne  by  the  name  of  the  Crane  peece  alias  the  Crane 
Wharffe  lyeng  and  being  within  the  parish  and  Mannour  of 
Richmond  in  the  county  of  Surrey  parcell  of  the  possession  of 
Charles  Stuart,  late  King  of  England  made  and  taken  by  us 
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whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed  in  the  moneth  of  Maye, 
1653.  By  vertue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  Sale  of  the 
Honnours  Mannours  and  Lands  heretofore  belonging  to  the 
late  King  Queene  and  Prince,  and  a  Comission  thereupon  under 
the  Hands  and  seales  of  ffive  or  more  of  the  Trustees  in  the 
said  Act  named  and  appointed." 

The  Library  was  closed  in  August  for  the  annual 
Stocktaking,    stocktaking  and  cleaning,  when  the  books  were  care- 
fully checked  with  the  Stock  Book.    With  an  issue  of 
over  84,000  there  were  only  4  works  valued  at  8s.  which  could  not 
be  accounted  for,  viz.  : — 

Lukin's  Turning  for  amateurs. 
Mascagni's  L'amico  Fritz  (vocal  score). 
Adder's  Random  shots. 
Little  folks,  1895. 

The  following  volumes  valued  at  8s.  5d.  were  lost  by  default,  i.e., 
in  the  hands  of  readers  who  have  left  the  town,  and  whose  where- 
abouts cannot  be  traced  :  — 

Anstey's  Giant's  robe. 
Dumas'  Countess  de  Charny. 
Pitman's  Commercial  correspondence. 

The  Supplement  to  the  Catalogue  published  in  1909  is 
Catalogues,  practically  ready  and  will  be  on  sale  in  a  few  days.  It 
consists  of  103  pages,  demy  8vo.,  and  represents  over 
3,600  volumes.  For  economy's  sake  a  broad  classified  form  of 
catalogue  was  decided  upon,  but  a  key  to  the  contents  or  classifi- 
cation is  inserted  after  the  title-page,  and  it  is  hoped  that  readers, 
by  its  aid,  will  be  able  to  find  quite  readily  any  particular  work  that 
may  be  required.  A  special  list  of  a  selection  of  works  upon  the 
War  has  been  carefully  compiled  and  inserted  in  the  Catalogue. 

The  Reference  Library  Catalogue  which  is  in  manuscript,  is 
written  up  to  date.  It  represents  some  16,354  volumes  and  is  in 
strict  alphabetical  sequence  of  author  and  subject.  Books  in  the 
Lending  Library  (except  Fiction)  may  be  obtained  for  use  in  the 
Reference  Library,  but  they  must  be  given  up  at  once  if  required 
for  lending  out. 
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The  statement  in  last  year's  report  that  the  Subject  Index  to  the 
general  literature  in  the  Library  had  been  completed,  applied 
naturally  to  the  stock  of  books  in  the  Library  at  the  time.  As  books 
are  added  fresh  subject  entries  are  made,  and  during  the  past  year 
seme  500  additional  cards  were  written,  making  a  total  of  16,900. 
This  index  is  in  reality  a  supplement  to  the  catalogues  referred  to 
above  and  is  a  source  of  much  valuable  information  which  would 
otherwise  be  lost. 

The  volumes  bound  and  rebound  number  689  at 
Repairs,  a  cost  of  £55  14s.  Id.,  as  compared  with  609  volumes 

Binding,  etc.    last  year,  at  a  cost  of  £48  12s.  9d. 

A  large  number  of  books  have  also  been  repaired  by  the  staff  on 
the  premises.  The  binding  includes  the  making  up  of  magazines, 
reviews,  and  certain  local  newspapers  into  volumes  for  use  in  the 
Lending  and  Reference  Departments. 

The  news  room  is  provided  with  28  daily,  110 
News  Room  and    weekly,  2  fortnightly,  88  monthly,  and  11  quarterly 
Reference  Room,  papers  and  periodicals,  and  20  time  tables,  There 
is  also  an  open  cabinet  of  75  reference  books  to 
which  readers  have  unrestricted  access. 

Additional  daily  and  evening  papers  have  been  added  since 
August  to  meet  the  increased  demand  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
war.  The  "  Independance  Beige  "  has  also  been  provided  for  the 
use  of  our  French  and  Belgian  visitors. 

The  reference  room  in  addition  to  32  of  the  more  serious  reviews 
and  periodicals  located  there  is  supplied  with  426  volumes  which 
are  free  of  access. 

The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all 
Donations,    who  have  kindly  furthered  the  interests  of  the  Library 
by  gifts  of  books  or  otherwise.    A  list  of  donors  of 
books,  papers,  and  periodicals,  etc.,  will  be  found  on  pages  14 — 16 
of  this  report. 

The  Committee  have  again  much  pleasure  in  recording 
Staff.  their  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Librarian,  and  his 

Assistants,  and  of  their  uniform  courtesy  and  attention 
in  the  discharge  of  their  important  duties.
